PROSPECTUS. 


This  Institution,  situated  on  State  and  Tenth  streets,  in  one  of 
the  most  healthy  and  central  portions  of  the  city  of  Milwaukee,  was 
incorporated  by  an  Act  of  the  State  Legislature,  March  22,  1864, 
under  the  name  and  style  of  "Marquette  College,"  and  empow- 
ered "  to  grant  such  literary  honors  and  degrees  as  its  trustees  may 
deem  proper.  " 

It  is  conducted  by  members  of  the  Society  of  Jesus,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  offering  the  Catholic  youth  of  Milwaukee  and  vicinity  every 
facility  for  acquiring  a  liberal  education.  The  instruction  given 
embraces  two  distinct  courses — the  Classical  and  the  Commercial. 

The  Classical  Course  is  designed  especially  to  qualify  young 
men  for  the  study  of  the  learned  professions,  and  aims  at  imparting 
a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  classics.  It  consists  of  two  depart- 
ments— the  Collegiate  and  the  Academic. 

The  Academic  is  preparatory  to  the  Collegiate,  and  corresponds 
to  the  High  Schools  of  our  country.     It  comprises  three  classes. 

The  Collegiate  Department  comprises  four  classes — Humanities, 
Poetry,  Rhetoric  and  Philosophy — which  answer  respectively  to  the 
Freshman,  Sophomore,  Junior  and  Senior  classes  of  other  colleges. 

The  method  of  teaching  in  all  the  classes  insures  the  gradual  de- 
velopment of  both  mind  and  morals,  and  is  calculated  to  form  men 
of  deep  thought,  solid  principles  and  sound,  religious  convictions, 
without  which  education  is  worthless. 

The  Commercial  Course,  though  necessarily  inferior  to  the 
Classical,  is  designed  to  prepare  young  men  for  the  various  br  .nches 
of  business  life.  It  is  completed  in  four  years.  It  embraces  two 
Grammar  and  two  Rhetoric  classes.  In  the  Grammar  Department 
the  student  enjoys  the  same  care  and  classwork  as  those  of  the 
Academic  Department,  with   the  exception  of  less  mental  culture, 


consequent  on  a  neglect  of  the  study  of  Latin  and  Greek.  The  two 
Khetoric  classes  familiarize  him  with  Book-keeping,  the  Higher 
Mathematics,  and  the  various  branches  of  English  Literature. 

A  Preparatory  Class  has  been  opened  for  the  advantage  of  boys 
who  are  not  sufficiently  advanced  to  enter  the  Classical  or  the  Com- 
mercial Course. 

The  course  of  studies,  when  complete,  will  embrace  the  Doc- 
trines and  Evidences  of  the  Catholic  Religion,  Logic,  Mataphysics, 
Ethics,  Astronomy,  Natural  Philosophy,  Chemistry,  Mathematics, 
Rhetoric,  Composition,  Elocution,  History,  Geography,  Book-keep- 
ing, Arithmetic,  the  Latin,  Greek,  English,  German  and*  French 
Languages  Vocal  and  Instrumental  Music.  The  study  of  the  Ger- 
man, French  and  Greek  Languages  is  optional,  and  entails  no  extra 
charge.  Special  attention  will  be  bestowed 'on  the  German,  so 
as  to  accommodate  beginners  as  well  as  those  who  wish  to  perfect 
themselves  in  German  Literature,  Composition  and  Debate.  The 
study  of  Greek  is  strongly  recommended  to  those  students  who 
intend  to  graduate  with  full  honors;  because  for  this  an  acquain- 
tance with  the  Ancient  Greek  and  Latin  Masters  is  absolutely 
required. 

When  a  student  presents  himself  for  admission,  he  is  examined 
by  the  Prefect  of  Studies,  and  placed  in  the  class  for  which  his  pre- 
vious attainments  have  qualified  him.  If  he  comes  from  another  in- 
stitution, he  is  required  to  bring  satisfactory  testimonials.  During 
the  session  a  student  ma}  be  promoted  at  any  time  that  he  is  found 
qualified  to  enter  a  higher  class.  No  one  will  be  refused  on  account  of 
the  religious  opinions  he  may  entertain.  All  that  is  expected  of 
him  is  that  he  conform,  in  a  respectful  manner,  to  the  ordinary  ex- 
ercises of  public  prayer. 

Catholic  students  will  be  required  to  go  once  a  month  to  Con- 
fession and  Communion. 

The  College  is  opened  every  morning  at  7:15  o'clock.  Those 
who  come  before  the  time  of  class  proceed  at  once  to  their  respective 
study-rooms,  and  devote  the  interval  to  private  study.  At  8:30 
o'clock  A.  M.,  the  regular  exercises  of  class  commence,  and  close  at 
4:00  o'clock  P.  M.,  allowing  a  recess  from  11:45  A.  M.  to  1:30  P.  M. 
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Thursday  is  the  weekly  recreation  day. 
.  Students  who  live  at  a  distance  and  wish  to  take  their  dinner  at 
the  College,  will  find  comfortable  accommodations.     They  are  not 
•allowed  to  leave  the  College  grounds  without  permission.     No  meals 
are  furnished  by  the  College,  nor  are  any  received  as  boarders. 

In  general,  though  the  government  of  the  Institution  is  rather 
mild  than  severe,  yet  for  the  maintaining  of  order  and  discipline, 
without  which  good  results  are  not  attainable,  punctual  attendance, 
strict  obedience,  assiduous  application  and  blameless  conduct,  are  re- 
quired of  every  student.  Any  serious  neglect  of  these  essential 
points  renders  the  offender  liable  to  effective  correction,  and  even  to 
dismissal,  if  this  be  deemed  necessary.

There  are  two  distinct  courses  of  study — the  Classical  and  the 
Commercial. 

THE  CLASSICAL  COURSE. 

The  Classical  course  is  designed  to  train  youug  minds  to  habits 
of  inquiry  and  correct  reasoning,  to  acquire  proficiency  in  all  the 
species  of  composition  by  an  acquaintance  with  the  best  ancient 
and  modern  writers,  and  thus  to  qualify  them  for  the  study  of  the 
learned  professions  or  for  a  still  higher  calling. 

Thus  far  only  one  of  the  Academic  classes  in  the  Classical 
course,  and  two  Grammar  classes  of  the  Commercial  course,  were 
organized;  to  the?e  one  class  in  each  course  will  be  added  next 
year,  and  every  succeeding  year  until  the  courses  are  complete.

Eecognizing,  as  we  do,  the  supreme  influence  of  education  and  deeply 
solicitous,  as  you  know  us  to  be,  that  this  education  accord  with  the 
express  wishes  of  the  Vicar  of  Christ  and  harmonize  with  the  divine 
dogmas  and  unchanging  principles  of  our  Mother,  the  Church,  we  feel. 
Beloved  Brethren,  that  we  are  only  voicing  your  own  convictions  when 
we  advise  and  exhort  you  to  renewed  endeavors  and  more  strenuous 
exertion  in  this  great  and  vitally  important  cause.  We  have  every 
reason,  indeed,  to  be  gratified  at  the  prosperous  condition  of  our  schools 
and  academies,  and  we  cannot  but  notice  with  joy  the  large  meed  of 
success  that  has  crowned  our  efforts,  in  the  field,  both  of  elementary 
and  academic  education.

NAME. 

The  Literary  Institution,  now  known  as  "Marquette  Col- 
lege," was  incorporated,  under  this  name  and  style,  by  an  Act 
of  the  State  Legislature,  March  22,  1864.  The  Act  empowers 
Marquette  College  "to  grant  such  literary  honors  and  degrees 
as  its  Trustees  may  deem  proper." 

DIRECTORS. 

Marquette  College  is  under  the  sole  and  exclusive  control  of 
Members  of  the  Society  of  Jesus.  As  educators,  they  aim  to 
secure  the  gradual  and  just  development  of  mind  and  heart  at 
once.  They  recognize  moral  training  as  an  essential  element  of 
education,  and  spare  no  efforts  to  form  their  young  charges  to 
habits  of  virtue,  while  offering  them  every  facility  and  aid  to  the 
highest  mental  culture.  It  is  their  ambition  to  form  men  of  deep 
thought,  solid  principles,  virtuous  habits,  and  of  sound  religious 
convictions,  without  which  they  deem  education  little  better  than 
worthless. 

COURSE  OF  STUDIES. 

As  the  College  is  yet  young,  the  Course  of  Studies  is  not 
complete.  Next  year  a  full  curriculum  will  be  presented,  afford- 
ing the  Catholic  youth  of  Milwaukee  and  vicinity  every  facility 
for  acquiring  a  liberal  education.  The  course,  when  completed, 
will  embrace  the  Doctrines  and  evidences  of  the  Catholic  Relig- 
ion, Logic,  Metaphysics,  Ethics,  Astronomy,  Natural  Philosophy, 
Chemistry,  Elementary  Geology,  Mathematics,  Rhetoric,  Compo- 
sition,  Elocution,   History,   Political    and    Physical   Geography,

Commercial  Law,  Book-keeping,  Arithmetic,  the  Latin,  Greek, 
EngHsh,  German  and  French  Languages,  Vocal  and  Instrumental 
Music. 

For  the  plan  and  arrangement  of  these  branches  consult  the 
Courses  of  Instruction,  below. 

THE  SCHOLASTIC  YEAR. 

The  Scholastic  Year  consists  of  one  session  of  ten  months, 
beginning  on  the  first  Monday  of  September,  and  closing  on  the 
last  Wednesday  of  June.  The  session  is  divided  into  two  terms, 
one  ending  on,  or  about,  the  first  day  of  February,  the  other, 
with  the  Annual  Commencement  Exercises,  in  the  last  week  of 
June. 

ADMISSION. 

Every  candidate  for  admission,  who  is  not  personally 
acquainted  with  some  member  of  the  Faculty,  must  produce 
proper  testimonials  of  a  good  moral  character.  If  he  comes  from 
another  College,  he  will  be  required  to  present  a  certificate  of 
good  standing  in  the  Institution  which  he  has  left. 

While  no  one  is  refused  on  account  of  tlie  religious  opinions 
he  may  entertain,  still  all  are  expected  to  conform,  in  a  respectful 
manner,  to  the  ordinary  exercises  of  public  prayer. 

GRADING  AND  PROMOTING. 

When  a  student  is  admitted  into  the  College,  he  is  examined 
by  the  Prefect  of  Studies,  and  placed  in  the  class  which  his  pre- 
vious attainments  have  qualified  him  to  enter. 

Promotions  ordinarily  take  place  at  the  beginning  of  the 
first  term.  They  will  be  made,  however,  during  the  year,  when 
warranted  by  the  progress  of  the  student. 

COMPETITIONS. 

Test  exercises  are  given  every  month  in  the  several  branches 
of  study  taught  in  each  class.  The  result  of  these  competitions 
and  of  the  daily  recitations,  is  published   every  month,  in  the

presence  of  the  faculty  and  students.  At  the  close  of  the  scholas- 
tic year,  the  merit  notes  received  in  all  the  monthly  competitions 
on  each  subject  matter  are  added  together,  and  prizes  are  awarded 
to  the  students  who  have  attained  the  highest  and  second  highest 
number  of  notes. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

A  thorough  examination  of  the  various  classes  is  made  at 
the  close  of  each  term.  It  is  aimed  to  make  these  examinations 
both  an  inducement  to  close  application  and  a  partial  test  of  the 
student's  proficiency  in  the  studies  of  his  grade.  Those  who  fail 
in  these  examinations  are  not  entitled  to  enter  a  higher  class 
until  they  give  evidence  before  a  board  of  examiners  that  they 
have  mastered  the  matter  in  which  they  failed. 

MONTHLY  CARDS  OF  CLASS-STANDING. 

With  a  view  to  still  further  close  application,  as  also  to  elicit 
the  co-operation  of  parents  and  guardians  in  this  respect,  monthly 
cards  of  class-standing  are  given  to  the  students  on  the  private 
exhibition  days.  These  cards  must  be  shown  to  parents  or 
guardians,  who  are  requested  to  attach  their  signatures  and 
caution  their  sons  or  wards  to  comply  with  the  rule  of  returning 
the  cards  to  the  professors. 

HOME   STUDY. 

The  most  strenuous  endeavors  of  Officers  and  Faculty  will 
not  insure  success  without  close  and  constant  application  on  the 
part  of  students  themselves,  outside  of  class  hours.  Parents 
accordingly  are  urgently  requested  to  see  personally  that  their 
sons  spend  the  evenings  in  two  or  three  hours  of  study,  and,  in 
case  of  non-compliance,  to  notify  the  Prefect  of  Studies. 

REGULARITY  AND  PUNCTUALITY. 

As  progress  in  study  greatly  depends  on  regular  and  prompt 
attendance  at  class,  pupils  must  not  be  kept  at  home,  nor  detained, 
on  school  days,  except  for  grave  reasons.     In  case  of  absence  or 
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tardiness,  a  note  ot  excuse  from  parents  or  guardians  is  invariably 
required.  Frequent  absence,  or  tardiness,  except  on  account  of 
illness,  is  sufficient  cause  for  dismission. 

EXCUSES  FOR  LESSONS. 

Students  who  come  unprepared  in  lesson,  theme  or  exercise, 
are  looked  upon  as  morally  absent,  iiccordingly,  like  absentees, 
they  should  bring  written  excuses  from  })arents  or  guardians  to 
save  themselves  from  censure  on  this  head. 

POLITENESS. 

The  College  expects  from  all  its  students  the  manners  and 
deportment  of  perfect  gentlemen.  Politeness  is  deemed  a  very 
important  element  of  education.  Whatever,  therefore,  is  contrary 
to  good  breeding,  and  would  be  out  of  place  in  the  best  society,  is 
equally  out  of  place  in  the  College.  Any  and  every  violation  of 
gentlemanly  conduct,  especially  if  it  occur  on  their  way  to  and 
from  the  College,  is  liable  to  severe  chastisement,  and,  if  the 
violation  be  gross,  to  dismissal.  On  the  premises,  smoking, 
tobacco  chewing,  low  or  profane  language,  rough,  uncouth  games 
of  any  sort,  are  not  tolerated. 

With  a  view  to  encourage  the  practice  of  politeness  and  gen- 
tlemanly manners,  elegant  cards,  or  testimonials  of  good  conduct, 
are  given  to  the  deserving  students  every  month. 

RELIGIOUS  TRAINING. 

As  education,  in  its  true  meaning,  is  not  possible  without 
religion,  the  College  authorities  take  every  means  to  instil  sound 
religious  principles.  The  CathoHc  Church  is  professedly  regarded 
as  the  only  true  one.  The  Catechism  is  a  text  book  in  all  the 
classes,  and  lectures  on  the  Evidences  of  Religion  are  given  twice 
a  week.  The  practice  of  Monthly  Confession  and  Communion  is 
insisted  upon  and  Holy  Mass  opens  the  duties  and  exercises  of 
the  day.  In  a  word,  ever}^  means  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
is  invoked,  as  occasion  offers,  to  check  vicious  inclinations  and 
guard  youthful  innocence. 
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RESPONSIBILITY. 

No  boarders  nor  half-boarders  are  received  at  tbe  College. 
Those  who  live  at  a  distance  and  wish  to  bring  their  lunch  with 
them,  or  buy  it  near  the  College,  will  find  a  suitable  room  for 
their  accommodation.  Students  who  hoard  in  the  city  must  have 
guardians,  to  whom  the  authorities  can  easily  refer,  and  who  will 
be  responsible  for  bills  and  conduct. 

WEEKLY   HOLIDAY. 

Thursday  is  the  weekly  holiday.  It  has  been  chosen  in 
preference  to  Saturday,  as  affording  a  more  natural  break  in  the 
routine  of  study  and  enabling  students  to  come  fresher  to  their 
tasks  at  the  end  of  the  week. 

OPENING  AND  CLOSING  HOURS. 

The  College  is  open  every  morning  at  7:15  o'clock.  Those 
who  come  before  the  time  of  class  proceed  at  once  to  their  re- 
spective recitation  rooms,  and  devote  the  interval  to  private  study. 
All  are  required  to  be  in  attendance  at  8:30  o'clock,  and  the  Cath- 
olic students  not  otherwise  exempted  are  expected  to  hear  mass  at 
that  hour.  At  9:00  o'clock  the  regular  exercises  of  class  com- 
mence and  close  at  4:00  o'clock,  P.  M.,  allowing  a  recess  from 
11:40  A.  M.  to  1:30  P.  M. 

COERCION. 

Though  the  government  of  the  Institution  is  rather  mild 
than  severe,  yet,  for  the  maintaining  of  order  and  discipline,  with- 
out which  good  results  are  not  attainable,  punctual  attendance, 
strict  obedience,  assiduous  application  and  blameless  conduct,  are 
required  of  every  student.  Any  serious  neglect  of  these  essential 
points  renders  the  offender  liable  to  effective  correction  and  even 
to  dismissal  if  this  be  deemed  necessary. 

WITHDRAWAL  OF  STUDENTS. 

Parents  and  guardians  are  requested  to  give  due  notice  to 
the  President  or  Vice-President,  when  the  withdrawal  of  sons  or 
wards  is  contemplated.

The  Instruction  given  at  this  Institution  embraces  thus  far 
two  distinct  courses — the  Classical  and  the  CommerciaL  A  Prepara- 
tory Department  has  been  opened,  intended  for  such  as  are  not 
sufficiently  advanced  to  enter  the  lowest  class  of  either  of  the 
above. 


The  Classical  Course. 


The  Classical  Course  is  designed  to  train  young  minds  to 
habits  of  inquiry  and  correct  reasoning,  and  to  enable  them  to 
acquire  proficiency  in  all  the  species  of  composition  by  an  ac- 
quaintance with  the  best  ancient  and  modern  writers.  It  aims 
to  impart  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  English,  Greek  and  Latin 
Languages;  of  Mental  and  Moral  Philosophy;  of  Pure  and  Mixed 
Mathematics;  of  the  Physical  Sciences,  and  of  all  the  usual 
branches  of  a  polite  education. 

As  long  experience  has  convinced  educators  that  the  study 
of  the  Ancient  Languages  is  the  best  fitted  to  develop  and  train 
the  mind,  so  as  to  make  it  excel  in  every  branch  of  the  Commercial 
and  Real  Schools,  as  well  as  in  the  Professions,  parents  should 
wisely  allow  their  sons  to  follow  this  course. 

It  consists  of  two  departments — the  Academic  and  the  Col- 
legiate. 

ACADEMIC  DEPARTMENT. 

The  Academic  Department  is  preparatory  to  the  Collegiate 
and  corresponds  to  the  High  Schools  of  our  country.  It  com- 
prises two  classes  at  present. 
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SECOND  ACADEMIC  CLASS. 

This  class  is  meant  to  impart  chiefly  an  elementary  knowl- 
edge of  Latin  and  Greek.  Besides  furthering  the  pupil  in  Arith- 
metic, English,  American  History  and  Geography,  it  introduces 
him  to  the  Classical  Course,  and  begins  to  fit  him  for  professional 
life.  While  the  Commercial  branches  are  carefully  attended  to, 
the  talent  for  classic  culture  is  closely  observed,  and  the  pupil  is 
directed  accordingly.

The  Collegiate  Department  comprises  four  classes :  Humani- 
ties, Poetry,  Rhetoric  and  Philosophy,  which  answer,  respectively, 
to  the  Freshman,  Sophomore,  Junior  and  Senior  classes  of  other 
colleges.

While  the  Classics  are  well  cared 
for,  and  History  and  Physical  Geography,  Arithmetic  and  Algebra 
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are  of  daily  recitation,  Book-keeping  and  other  Branches  suited  to 
commercial  life  are  not  forgotten,  even  though  the  student  is  sup- 
posed to  aim  chiefly  at  success  in  a  profession.

N  January,  1886,  Very  Reverend  Rudolph  Meyer, 
Superior  of  the  Missouri  Province  of  the  Society 
of  Jesus,  invited  the  seven  colleges  of  the  Province 
to  an  Inter-Collegiate  Contest  for  a  Gold  Medal  offered  by 
him  for  "  the  best  Latin  Essay  on  a  given  subject." 

On  February  20th,  five  of  the  Colleges,  viz :  St.  Louis 
University,  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  St.  Ignatius  College,  Chicago,  111., 
St.  Mary's  College,  St.  Mary's,  Kansas,  Detroit  College, 
Detroit,  Mich.,  and  Marquette  College,  Milwaukee,  Wis., 
signified  their  acceptance  of  the  invitation. 

A  Committee  composed  of  non-residents  of  any  of  these 
Colleges,  was  appointed  by  Very  Rev.  Fr.  Meyer,  to  select 
the  subject  and  prepare  a  brief  outline  of  the  essay ;  also 
to  revise  the  papers  when  written  and  pronounce  judgment 
on  their  merits. 

The  sketch  prepared  by  the  Committee  was  to  be  rigor- 
ously adhered  to  by  the  contestants.  It  was  handed  to 
them  at  9  A.  M.  on  April  12th,  on  which  day,  between  the 
hour  just  named  and  4  P.  M.,  within  the  precincts  of  the 
College  and  under  the  supervision  of  one  of  the  Professors, 
the  essay  was  written.  No  assistance  of  any  kind  was 
permitted,  except  such  as  was  afforded  by  consultation 
of  a  Latin  dictionary. 

By  an  unanimous  vote  of  the  Committee,  the  prize  was 
awarded  to  Marquette  College,  Milwaukee,  Wis.
